WHEREAS, on March 12, 1946,
a petition was filed in the of-
fice of the City Clerk af the
City of Torrance requesting that
proceedings be taken under the
provisions of an Act of the
Legislature of the State of Cali-
fornia entitled “An act to pro-
vide for the formation of “dis-
tricts .within .municipalities for |’
the. acquisition, . construction. or
extension of water works, water
systems or wafer distribution
systems;’ for the issuance, sale
and payment of bonds.of such
digtricts to .meet the cost. of
such water - works, water sys<
tems- or- water. distribution sys-

construction or extensién of such
.water works, water systems or
water, dlsmﬁutlon syutems,

Dlstrlct No.,e of the City of
Torrance for the purpose: of
creating an indebtedness, to be
represented by bonds of sald
district, the proceeds from the
S; of ‘which shall be used to
Pay the costs ard expenses of
acquiring and constructing wa-
ter works as described therein
and as herelnafter set forth,
and said petition was signed by
not less than ten percent (10%)
of the qualified electors resid:

WHEREAS, pursuant:to said
petition and said act, the City
Council of said city on' Septem-
ber 24, 1946 passed and adopted
an ordinance, numbered * Ordi-
nance No. 377, containing the
matters and things prescribed
‘'by sald act and declaring the
* Intention of said City ,Couneil
;-to’ call “an election in said’ di
trjct for ‘the’” purposé ‘of  sul
Fmitting to .the qualified voters
of said district the proposition
of ‘authorizing the issuance and
sale' 'of bonds of sald. district
in the manner_ provided for in
said act, and in the manner and
“for’ the purposes set forth in
''said ordinance ‘of intention and
thereafter said - ordinance was
duly published as ‘provided by
law; and

.. WHEREAS, the hearing pro-
vided for in said ordinance has
been duly and regularly. held at
the .time and place fixed there-
for and the City Council at the
time and place fixed for said
hearing took evidence upon the
allegations of the petition, and
" that all the property in the dis-
trict would be benefited by the
proposed water works described

' in sald ordinance and upon all

other matters upon which evi-
dence Is necessary, and certain
protests or objections were ‘made
and'the same have been regu-
larly ‘denied by the City Coun-
cil by order entered on its min-
utes, and the City. Council of said
city ‘has acquired jurisdiction to
proceed further ‘in accordance

 with ‘the provisions of sald act:

NOW, THEREFORE, the City
. Council, of the City of Torrance,
' California, DOES HEREBY RE-

Section 1. That a special elec-

tion be held ahd the’same is
hereby called and ordered to be
be held on Tuesday, November
19, 1946, within. Municipal Wa-
ter District No, 2 of the City of:
Torrance, the exterior bounda-
ries of which district are de-
scribed in said ordinance of in-
tention arfd hereinafter set forth,
for the purpose of submitting
to the qualified voters of said
district the proposition of. in-
curring a debt by the issuance
of bonds of said district in the
amount of one hundred seventy-
four thousand dollars ($174,
